HANGED FOR THE MURDER 


OF KIRS. KOLAS 


Man's Last Statement Was A Dec- 


laration of Innocence 


SIILI ESTATE LEFT BY WILL TO SISTERS 


IN RUSSIA 


Hartford, Conn., Jan. 
9.—Frank 


Shcrrie was hanged at the state pris- 
on at Wethersfield shortly after mid- 
night for the murder of Mrs, Kulas. 
The drop fell at 12.OC and at ]---- 
Serrie 
was 
officially 
pronounced 


dead. The body was cut down three 
minutes later. 
t 


Speaking of the execution, warden 


G-arvin said it was the most succ'ess- 
.ful one which has ever taken place\at 
the institution. There was no hitch 
or delay in the proceeding. 
Without 


a word Sherries walked to his place 
on the scaffold. 
He made no fare- 


well speech and his last words were 
those uttered before midnight when 
he declared 
his 
innocence of 
the 


crime of which lie liad been, convict- 
ed. 


Sherries was buried this morning 


in the prison graveyard. 


One of the last things which Sher- 


rie did was to make a will leaving to 
his two sisters in'Russia his estate, 
which consisted of $110 
in cash, -a 


watch and several trinkets. 


Frank Sherrie was convicted of the 


I 
murder of Mrs. Kulas by the Tollana 
-county su£i±iffiL court-ai 
Eockville, 


May 4, 1905. and the murder was com- 
mitted tour months previous to that 
date. 
He was arrested on Jan. 9 of 


last year. 


Sherrie killed the woman by strik- 


ing her on the head with a hammer 
as she was washing dishes. 
He then 


robbed the house. 
It was a coinci- 


dence that a Mrs. 
Shipplier, who 


kept a Polish boarding house 
here, 


was murdered last fall in the 
same 


manner. 
Sherrie had boarded witu 


Mrs. 
Shipplier and afterward went to 


Mrs. 
Kulas's place to board, but at 


the time of the 
Kulas murder 
he 


lived in Hartford. 


The motive for both murders was 


robbery. 
No one saw the crime In 


the Kulas house, but several persons 
in the Ullage identified 
Sherrie 
as 


the man they had seen on that aster- 
noon, and wlio had left town on ai.

the conference building.

escorted him to that place and other 
points of interest on the reservation. 


While in the room occupied by the 


peace envoys, he drew a plan of the 
surroundings.

THE CIRONER'S INQUEST 
AT THE 


HILLER HOIESTEAD 


New Haven, Conn., Jan. 8.—No 


mere evidence is expected to be tak- 
en by Coroner Eli Mix in hie inquest 
into the mysterious killing of Charles 
A. Edwards at the Hiller homestead 
early last Wednesday morning and 
hie report probably will be submitted 
to State Attorney Williams later in 
the day. By those who have been very 
close to the inquiry, the belief is held 
that the coroner will find that while 
murder was committed, it was by a 
person or persons to him unknown. 


Whether the police officer who has 


been constantly on guard at the house 
ot A. Maxcy Hiller since 
Thursday 


trill be withdrawn, is not known, hut 
as the jurisdiction of the inquiry is 
not changed by the report of the cor- 
oner to the state attorney, and 
al- 


hough the official in the former may 
be baffled, th'e state attorney, having 
the eidence before him,- may 
take 


radical action in order not to leave 
the case in the air so to speak. An 
indecisive report by the coroner 
is 


not expected to end so 
remarkable 


case as the Edwards murder, 
and 


with the mass of evidence being scrut- 
inized by Mr. Williams, who is rec- 
ognized as one of the keenest prose- 
cuting officers In Connecticut, a re- 
sumption of the 
inquiry 
may 
be 


looked for at any lime. 


A conference was held during the 


• forenoon at the office of State Attorn- 


ey Williams, at which were the cor- 
oner, his assistant, Mr. Pond, Medi- 
cal Examiner Bartlett 
and 
Judge 


Charles Hiller had been at his office 
so far as is known and it was also 
the first time the three officers J: tiie 
state attorney's office had met Mr. 
Williams. 


This noon Sate Attorney Williams, 


in an interview, said 'that the case 
from the standpoint of the state had 
suddenly 'improved and that it looked 
more hopeful for some decided action 
in the case than at any previous time. 


Soon after this the 
coroner, 
Dr. 


Bartlett and Judge Hiller went to ihe 
office of the first named, accompan- 
ied by Detective Ward and his ir- 
resolute actions were such as to at- 
tract attention. About the same time 
Dr. Bartlett left Mr. Mix's office ac- 
companied by a detective. 


In the last stage of the inquest the 


fact was brought out that

night of the party

house Mr. Edwards was urged to stay 
there or at the home 
of Timothy 


Dwight that night 
partly 
on 
the 


ground that the family feared for his 
safety, and again for the reason th.it 
owing to the cold weather the accom- 
modations at the Hiller house wero 
not of the best.

High Standard of Efficiency They 


Have Attained Is the Result 


of Rigid Kules at tb« 


Headquai ters. 


"The army of about 22.000 men in 


gray who daily baud out mail to city 
Iieojjle." remarked a compweut \Vash- 
iu^'on letter carrier lo a Star man who 
asked the carrier how the service this 
year compared with former years an to 
efficiency ami general standing, "was 
never in better shape than ai present, 
aud it is remarkable how expert privates 
become in the performance of their by 
no means easy duties. 


"One reason fur this high standard o'f 


efficiency is the determination o> our su- 
periors to frown upon imoxicauon and 
to give short shift to our men who ar* 
weak enough to yield to the temptation 
of drink. 
While this has always bees 


a serious offense during the 15 years I 
have been on the force in the capital, it 
was about five years ago that the au- 
thorities decided lo enforce more rig- 
idly the rules against it. A great many 
removals were made all over the coun- 
try upon this charge, and the carriers 
were impressed with the 
idea that 


drinking a.nd holding down their posi- 
tions were not concomitants. There may 
be some positions in which men can 
drink and still perform their duties, but 
the position of letter carrier is not one 
of them. The temptation to indulge is 
open to us more liberally than in many 
occupations, for the reason that our du- 
ties take us into place where liquor is 
sold many times during the day, and the 
invitation to partake is extended, oftec 
thoughtlessly and in good fellowship. 
These invitations, to say nothing of thi-- 
opportunities of purchase, mean troubh 
for r,ne carrier. 
. "What has been accomplished for th' 


betterment of both the men and UK 
service in this regard is shown by thf 
fact that last year there were only 55 dis 
charges of carriers for intoxication out oi 
the entire army of both carriers and sub- 
stitutes, or 14 less than the precedin? 
year, indicating a very small percentagf 
of discharges for this ordinarily com- 
mon offense in other pursuits.

• Each room needs special considera- 
tion. the tames of the family must be 
regarded, the uses to which it will be 
put must be borne in mind and the 
aspect of U»e rooms must be the chief 
reason for the choice of a particular 
cotor. This is of great importance, for 
color has tbe effect of making the 
room seem light or dark. 


A green room U usually tbe most 


restful, and has the advantage of being 
a color of which we do not £et tired of 
living with. 


A red room is stimulating and a lit- 


tle goes » long way. as it i* •iomewhai 
of MU overpowering color need in a 
mats, and yet red in small cuantities 
as in oriental rugs is invaluable, and 
give:! a warmth and coziness unequaled 
by any other color. 


Bh-e is a cold color and trererore 


most useful in furnishing summer cot- 
tages. There are blues and slues. the 
gray and green blues do not have the 
cold appearance of delft, and when 
mixed with green, give a charming ef- 
fect of color and harmony, and can be 
used in many rooms where delft blue 
would be absolutely impossible. 


Yellow (a a cheerful color and espe- 


cially pleasing at nigbt, in a room with 
a north aspect It atones for the lack 
of sunshine, and is desirable in a bad- 
ly lighted hall. 


Browns and tans being neutral are 


almost, as useful as green, and are good 
to live with. 
. Now as all these points have to be 
considered before even the color of a 
room can be decided upon, it stands to 
reason that the design, proportion and 
suitability must all play an important 
part in good home-making; each point 
must be considered separately and col- 
lectively. 


It is even well to make notes of any 


points as they come up. so that when 
you go to boy, the brain has not to be 
taxed for remembrance of each detail 
under consideration. 


The color of a room having been de- 


cided a paper must be duly considered. 
If the room will have many pictures 
and possesses many openings in the 
way of doors and windows, a plain 
surface will 
be best. 
A two-toned 


background paper can be best substi- 
tuted if the design is not assertive.— 
Mabel Priestman. 


ABOUT CUT FLOWERS. 


What Will Give a Color'Harmony and 


What Discord—Way to Keep 


Blossom. 


Color harmony is secured 
in two 


ways—by 
close 
similarity and ' by 


strong contract. An easy -way tc 
show which colors harmonize by con- 
trast is to draw a circle, divide it into 
six parts and label these in the follow- 
ing order: Yellow, orange, red, purple, 
blue, green. Then the colors opposite 
one another will harmonize by con- 
trast. 


If you want to have a practical color 


chart that will help you plan your gar- 
den and understand the reasons 'un- 
derlying your instinctive judgments in 
the arrangement of cut flowers, divide 
a large circle into 24 equal parts and 
name them as Mr. Schuyler Mathers, 
the famous artist and colorist, directs 
us. viz.: 
Yellow, yellow-gold, gold, 


golden orange, orange, orange-scarlet, 
red, scarlet scarlet-red, red, crimson, 
magenta, purple-magenta, purple, vio- 
let, 
ultramarine, 
blue 
ultramarine, 


blue, peacock blue, turquoise, green- 
turquoise, green, pea green, yellow- 
green, green-yellow. 


Test this, and you will find that ad- 


jacent colors harmonize by similarity, 
and opposite ones by contrast, but it 
you skip over the four shades, e. g., 
from red to purple, you get a coloi 
discord. 


You may be sure that your arrange- 


ment is a success if when you en lor 
the room where they are your e\ej 
turn unconsciously to "them and rest 
there, while you forget everything else 
in the room. 


Every day do three things: Change 


the water, clip off a bit of the stem,

Fine Black Cake. 


One pound ami a quarter of butter, 


one pound of sugar, one pound of flour, 
13 eggs, three pounds of raisins, see'l- 
ed and chopped, two pounds of cur- 
rants, washed, dried and picked, one 
pound of citron, cut thin and small, 
one wine-glassful of Mardeira wine, two 
•wineglassfuls of brandy, the grating 
of one large nutmet, two teuspoonfuls 
of cinnamon, one tcaspoonful of mace 
and cloves mixed. First beat the but- 
ter and sugar until very light, then 
stir In one-fourth of the floor, whisk 
the eggs very thick, which add gradu- 
ally; then the remainder of the flour, 
half at a time, brandy and spice. Then 
mix all tho fruit together and add on<>- 
ihlrd at a time. Beat well. Then but- 
ter and line the pan with a white pa- 
per. 
Put in tho mixture, smooth it 


with a knife and bake in a moderate 
oven about tour hours.

SAILORS AND THE CHURCH 


Tfco PfetbM of tfceir LJTM Mak*s 


Beantn Objects of Much • 


C»ne«rn. 


Those who go down to the sea in 


ships, as the ancient observation is, 
have abundant opportunity to study 
the works of God at first hand and see 
tremendous wonders in the deep. But 
the man who goes out upon the sea is 
always in peril, and his experiences, 
even when not fraught with discom- 
fort or disaster, are frequently 
pa- 


thetic, says the New York Observer. 
Poets—many of them from a safe dis- 
tance on land—have suug of the beau- 
ties of the ocean, wbile actual voy- 
agers have forgotten all distinctions 
between prose and pcetry in their mel- 
ancholy sufferings from "ma! de rner." 
The sea has no mercy on those who 
tempt its tides and breezes. Sailors 
sail at their own risk, and from that 
fact appears the appropriateness of the 
prayer of the sweet, i-ad hymn: ''For 
Those in Peril on tne Sea." 


It is true that, hr.manly speaking, 


as men seek to average things with 
their statistics, the perils 
of 
the 


ocean for the worried 
tourist whu 


embarks on the floating hotels 
run 


from Liverpool to New York by the 
Cunard, White Star and other lines, 
appear much less than those that 
attended, say, a Julius Caesar or 
his little trireme on the 
boisterous 


Adriatic, or which involved the corn- 
ship on which Paul was embarked in 
shipment on the shores of Malta. But 
most sailors are not lortunate enough 
to ;ra\el in luxurious trans-Atlantic 
"greyhounds." equipped 
now 
with 


every appliance for comfort, even to 
"lifts." but serve before the mast m 
leaky ships or dingy "tramp" steam- 
ships—hardly more than floating tin 
kettles—which are constantly in dan- 
ger from fire, tempest, shoals or col- 
lision. 
Broadly 
considered, 
taking 


into view the fact that more people so 
to sea now than in the days of Caesar 
or the apostles, it may be doubted 
.whetner the perils of the ocean (which 
itself remains as untamed and un- 
tamable as in the days of the Phoeni- 
cians) are any the less as regards 
either degree or number. 


Evan where marine perils are avoid- 


ed or surmounted, the lot of the sailor 
is a weird, lonesome and pathetic ex- 
perience." He is faco to face with the 
elements of nature, always grand in 
their immensity of reach and strength, 
sometimes 
fearful 
in their 
uncon- 


trolled raging. 
He is cut off from 


domestic joys and the social exhilara- 
tions of life which do much, in the 
case of the landsman, to mitigate mel- 
ancholy and to restore the spirits when 
jaded. Most serious of all deprivations 
is the infrequency with which Divine 
service can be attended—and where 
the stated "means ot grace" (which 
are such a prop to the piety of the 
landsman) are lessened or absent, or 
seldom enjoyed, mind and soul fall eas- 
ily a prey to either apathy or supersti- 
tion. 
Long absences from home sad- 


den the hearts of the sailors 
with 


home ties, while those for whom no 
man careth—not even a stray "comfort 
bag" perhaps coming their way—tend 
to become hard and reckless. 


All these facts combine to render 


the sailor an object of deep- concern 
for the Church of Cnrist, which has 
already profited so greatly in its mis- 
sionary work through the bold and 
wide voyaging of tho sailors. 
Surely 


the man of the eca should be remem- 
bered often in 
prnver, 
and 
aided 


morally and materially by the Chris- 
tian public. Peril and pathos unite in 
the lot of tbe seaman — generosity 
and sympathetic help should be the 
responsive offering of the landsman, 
who is put so 
constantly 
in 
the 


sailor's debt. 


Liability of Lawyers. 


Consul General Gunther says 
the 


German lawyers are liable in dam- 
ages to their clients for evil results 
consequent upon 
misleading advice. 


He writes that the supreme court Jf 
Germany has recently rendered a de- 
cision that an attorney at law Is li- 
able to his client to the full extent 
for carelessly giving incorrect advice. 
The court held that the attorney who. 
for pay, gives his client in legal mat 
ters advice as to certain conduct and 
procedure is liable for the legal con- 
sequences suffered by the client in act- 
ing thereon, provided that such ad- 
vice ts not only faulty, but has been 
proven to have been given carelessly. 
Through the expressly stated or tacit 
offer of remuneration for information 
and advice concerning a question, an 
attorney tacitly assumes the position 
of lebior of the client, which obliges 
him to be careful in giving advice, and 
he is, therefore, liable for its con- 
sequences if he has failed through 
carelessness. 


Brussels Sprouts. 


The average townsman would have 


no glimmering of what was intended 
if he were invited to go and "brussel," 
and the dictionary would not help 
him. 
But they are "brusseling" in 


the country just now. reaping the little 
rosettes from the stem of the big cab- 
bage plant commonly known as Brus- 
sels sprouts, but to the botanist by 
the processional name Brassica 
ole- 


racea bullata gemmifera. 
The popu- 


lar name is due to the simple fact that 
the vegetable came to us from Brus- 
sels, and has always flourished there 
—at any rate since the 
year 1213.

HOW TO COOK MUSHROOMS 


Devilled and Broiled, They Are V«-ry 


Good—Some Fine Combination 


Mufchrouin Dishes. 


Deviled 
Mushrooms. — Chop 
one 


quart of mush rooms. se;:son with &alt 
and |><-pl*T. and a little U-mou juice. 
Mix the yolks «f t .vo hard boiled eggs 
with two raw ones, stir in a pint of 
breal crumbs and 4 tablespoonful of 
butter. 
Fill baking shells with the 


mixture and cover with bread crumbs 
and L'ts of '..utter. Bake until well 
bro-.vijt-d. 


Broiled on Toast.—l"s« only larise 


mushrooms, peel aud cm off the lower 
part •>( the stalks, wash, drain on cloth 
and reason with &al: and pepper. Broil 
over a double gridiron over" a brisk 
fire and baste with < il. Divh up on 
thin toast, pour melted better over 
them and serve. 


In the Chafing Dish.—Put in the pan 


two lablesptxmfuls of butter. \Vheu it 
melts add two tablei>poonfuU of dour, 
stirring constantly. Season with salt 
and pepper, add a cuu of cream, a cold 
cooked sweetbread which has been cut 
in dice, and a dozen large mushrooms. 
Simmer for about ten minutes. 


Beefsteak with Mushrooms. — Pro- 


cure a tender round steak, cut it in 
small pieces and brown these in butter 
in the frying pan. Add a pint of mush- 
rooms, a little water, salt and pepper, 
and stew until tender. Thicken with 
a little flour made smooth in stock or 
water. A little onion may be used with 
the mushrooms. 


Rice and 
Mushroom Croquettes.— 


Stew a half pint of mushrooms for ten 
minutes, using soup stock if you have 
it. Afterward cook four tablesponfuls 
of rice in the same stock, allowing it 
to soak up in the rice. Chop the mush- 
rooms, add the soft rice, two table- 
spoonfuls 
melted butter, and 
the 


beaten yolks of two eggs. Season with 
pepper and salt. When cold, flour 
your hands and mix into 
croquettes. 


Roll these in egg and cracker crumbs 
and set on ice before frying. 


Mushrooms with Tomatoes.—Toast 


and 1-utter some rounds of bread- Peel 
and cut into thick Flices some firm to- 
mf-oes and lay on the bread, or you 
can use the solid pieces of meat which 
come in some varieties of canned to- 
matoes. Put one large or three or 
four small mushrooms on top of each 
and put them in a shallow dish that 
can go on the table. Put a little clari- 
fied butter over them and bake in a not 
oven for 12 or 15 minutes, baste with 
a little butter and water and serve.— 
Chicago Tribune.

FOR INVALID'S COMFORT. 


Fancy Pillow to Match Lap-Bobe 


May Be Placed on the Couch 


—Flowers a Boon. 


One pillow should have on a fresh 


linen cover—the one that will be direct- 
ly against the patient's face—the other 
pillows may be covered with attractive 
materials, all different, but of the same 
shade as the lap robe, and most of them 
of solid colors, and only one or two of 
flowered or designed material. This is 
taking it for granted that the patient 
can be propped up. 


The patient herself should have her 


hair dressed comfortably and becoming- 
ly, not too invalidish. She should have 
on warm garments if it is cold weather, 
"so as to be independent of cool rooms, a 
door left open, or a window down from 
the top. It is more convenient and more 
satisfactory to put on her warm long 
union suit, coming down to the ankle, a 
soft unstarched petticoat, or a gown 
made of outing flannel, as these are eas- 
ily washed and can often be changed. 
On top of that, a dainty dresslcs sach.. 
which should also be in harmony with 
the coloring of the lap robe and pillows. 
With a vase near by containing a half 
dozen flowers, if your patient has an 
artistic temperament, she will feel ten 
per cent, better. 20 per cent, happier, 
and almost satisfied with life as she 
must accept it. 


Have near her a little table containing 


her books, pencils and paper, a glass of 
water, and any other accessories she 
may wish. You will often find a chronic 
patient of this kind happier than the 
well people around her. 
—tt-seems-a-pi:uvning of nature that the 
helpless and incurable patients are the 
happiest, and any little attention or 
courtesy gives them as much pleasure, 
or more, as a large and unusual event 
will give a well person. 
Usually the 


chronic invalid in the house is the fav- 
orite of the family, the most lovable one. 
the ono that gets and gives the most 
sympathy. They are always interested 
in the ones around thorn, and are more 
alive to the sentiment of life and are 
therefore sympathetic listeners to the 
confidences of the rest of the family. 


Their chief charm seems to be in the 


pleasure they get out of the small things 
of life. 


The- swi-ot jxjtato is a favorite vege-

Place the 
pit-c^j thus obtained in a shallow bak- 
ing aw and sprinkle with salt, celery 
salt, uhite pepper an.' a very little all- 
spife. Pour into th* 
1 pan a cupfui of 


rich soujj stock and bake in a Quick 
oven. 
Host*- frequently until tt-udtr 


and fclightly browti^i' 
These are es- 


pecially nice served vith baked lish. 


Sweet. Potato Puff-?.—Steam six larse 


sweet potatoes im'il tender. Pe*l and 
ina.sh them smooth. Add outs table- 
spoonful of powdered sugar, two tablt-- 
spooufuls of butter. ; saltspoonful of 
salt, a iVw drops of union juice and. a 
pinch of paprika. Beat until very 
light with a silver u.rk and thenjstir 
in quickly the stiitty beaten whites of 
two e^gs. Pour at once into cups. 
Place in a pan of Veiling water and 
bake :ic minutes in a hot oven. Serve 
in the cups with roast chicken or tur- 
key. 


To make croquettes, boil swr-et pota- 


toes, remove the skins and 
mash. 


Form into cylindrical shapes and dip 
in an egg beaten together with a table- 
spooniul of water. Now roll them in 
bread crumbs and fry in hot fat. 


The 
southern fashion of 
baking 


sweet potatoes is first to boil them 
until they are partly done. Now re- 
move the skins and cut in slices. Put 
a layer of these slices on the bottom 
of a baking dish and sprinkle over two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, another layer 
of potatoes and a sprinkling of sugar. 
Add half a cup of boiling water, cover 
the dish and cook in a moderate oven 
until they are soft and transparent. 


Sweet Potato Waflies.—Mix one ta- 


blesuoonful of butter and one of sugar 
and beat to a cream. When thorough- 
ly blended stir in one well-beaten egg. 
Add one pint of milk and a small cup- 
ful of flour sifted with a teaspoonful of 
baking powder to enough cooked and 
masned sweet potato to make a smooth 
batter. Season with salt, cayenne pep- 
per and nutmeg and serve with roast. 


For a luncheon dish, sweet potatoes 


are served on toast. Cook until tender 
three large sweet potatoes. Remove 
the skins and pass through a vegetable 
sieve. Season with a pinch of salt, a 
little ceyenne pepper, the grated yolk i 
of one hard-boiled egg, one table- 
spooaful of melted butter and half a 
cupful of grated cbeese. Spread 
on 


rounds of buttered toast and brown m 
a hot oven. Serve with sliced lemon. 
—Washington Star. 


Sponge Cake. 


One cupful of Hour, one cupful of 


sugar, one tcaspoonful of cream of tar- 
tar, one-half teaspoomul of soda (or 
two leasnoonfuls 
of baking powder 


slightly rounded) and a pinch of salt, 
all stirred together. 
The Hour and 


baking powder should bo siftod to- 
gether before adding the sugar and 
salt. Lastly, beat in two eggs until the 
llotii' is all mixed well. Then add two 
more eggs, one at a time, beating well 
after adding each egg. Flavor with 
lemon or vanilla. Bake in a moder- 
ately hot oven id minutes. Any little 
girl can make this kind, as the eggs 
are not beaten separately, but just 
stirred in. 
Tills is very nice frosted 


with chocolate, also nice for jelly roll. 
No milk or water needed. 


Molasses Snaps. 


I 
One cupful of molnsses, ono cupful 


' of aufcar, one cupful of butter, ono toa- 
I spoonful of soda dissolved in one to- 
blesrioonful of water. Flour enough to

What Constitutes Attractiveness and 


Tru« Valut in Household Orna- 


ments—A Valuable Proverb. 


"What is nt is fine." is a problem 


whic'i needs to be i:»pt in mind in ad- 
mitting ornaments to the house, and 
esp-.'r-ially to the ivor-i which does duty 
for both parlor and living room. Or- 
uam^nts are of tw > kinds, objects of 
art. as a picture, a vase, or a bit of 
sculmure; and th • useful things, a* 
clocks, lamps, desk furnishings and 
book bindings ami holders. The las'. 
geiK-ra'ly are the K-M ornaments the 
room contains. be.-auM, they are select- 
ed from motives of jie^d and fit into 
certain uses and places. 


It is not necessary that an ornament 


should be costly to Le worthy of the 
nani". On tbe con.rary. many 
<-om- 


para'ively Inexpensive trifles may be 
artistic, but it is necessary to remem- 
ber that each one should not only be 
beautiful in itself but must also be of 
value to the scheme of decoration. 


Any color need aiay b«s met in artis- 


tic potteries where inere are many se- 
lections at small cost, especially In the 
beautiful 
and inexpensive American 


kinds. In a room which is kept to one 
or two harmonious colors one goo.l 
piece of pottery may be made to raise 
the whole room from the level of the 
ordinary to that of distinct beauty 
simply by intensifying the color tone. 


The relation to '.he whole must be 


mainly effected in the color, and a 
general fitness, as keeping to one peri- 
od and country, is only possible to the 
continuous art student. 


But if, when buying with definite 


ideas of color and effect, one follows 
the rule of Insisting upon obtaining a 
bit of china or pottsry which is or" the 
distinctive style of the factory by 
which it was made, there is a great 
step gained. For instance, if the greens 
and grays of a bit of Wedgwoc d should 
fit into a niche of your room you will 
find just now particularly a greater se- 
lectioi in a showy pottery which imi- 
tates it in colors arid treatment, but 
which runs to fantastic shapes and to 
a florid Italian style in its cameo work. 
The habit of associating each piece 
ever so slightly with its make and his- 
tory soon brings 
the. discrimination 


which makes this piece, a horror, while 
the other is an endless satisfaction. 


There always is a meaning and ex- 


pression to a piece as made by its 
originator which is absent from the 
imitation. For instance, the 
high 


glazed Copenhagen and faience of 
other northern countries have the 
grays and cold blued and whites of 
their atmosphere. It also has the con- 
ventionalized patterns of the sparse 
animal and vegetable life of northern 
lands. The clever imitations 
which 


the Austrian potteries 
have worked 


out on similar lines i.iil to suggest this, 
although its work may satiate the eye 
with attractiveness and color. 


The observer who trusts to the feel- 


ing that he has for a thing when he 
looks at it is in a fair way to become 
a connoisseur. Without knowing why 
the eye lingers and the mind focuses 
upon the good, while it is confused by 
the overornate.—Washington Star. 


DELICIOUS CROQUETTES. 


Made of Minced Chicken and Mush- 


rooms and Served with Potatoes— 


Cook as Described Below. 


Pick and mince the meat very fine o! 


a large, tender chicken, mince half the 
quantity of mushrooms in the same 
way. 
Put a tablespoonful of minced 


shallot in a saucepan with 
three 


ounces of butter, fry a little, add an 
ounce and a half of flour, fry a little 
longer without browning, dilute with 
a pint of while broth; add salt, pepper 
and a dash ot" nutmeg, stir and boil 
a few minutes (this sauce should be 
moderately 
stiff), 
put a mixture of 


four egg yolks, mix well, then add the 
chicken and mushrooms, mix again, 
stir and boil a minute—finish with 
lemon juice and chopped parsley, and 
turn into a dish to cool. Shrew pul- 
verized crackers on the pie board, di- 
vide and shape the mixture into "ob- 
longs, dig in beaten P ^ . ro11 in 
crumbs and smooth gently with the 
blade of a knife. Fry a good brown in 
plenty of hot fat. drain carefully, ar- 
range on a dish on a hot platter, garn- 
ish with parsley and serve hot with 
small potatoes done as follows: 


With a large round vegetable scroop, 


scoop out sufficient potatoes from larg- 
er ones while raw, parboil three min- 
utes, then drain, place them in a fiat 
saucepan with half a pound of but- 
ter, fry a nice brown, drain, sprinkle 
with salt and chopped parsley. They 
are less apt to burn when fried in 
boiling lard.—Elizabeth Pyewell.

TWO MODES OF FRYING. 


When Article Is Fried, Drain Fat and 


Put to Dry on a Brown 


Paper. 


There are two modes of frying. One 


is to have just enough tat to prevent 
the article from burning or sticking, 
and the other is to have enougti not 
only to cover the food, but to float it 
The latter is by far the better way, as 
all the surface of the article is instant- 
ly hardened, and therefore will no: 
absord fat. It is also the cheaper way 
because the fat can be used so many 
times. 
If the drippings saved from 


meats, soups and gravies should not bt 
enough for frying purposes, buy pure 
lard to use with it. Many recommenc 
buying beef suet forrnis purpose; bui 
food fried in suet is more liable to ab 
sorb fat than that fried in lard. 
Th«. 


reason of this <s that lard can be head- 
ed to a higher temperature wirhoui 
burning than can beef or any <>the: 
fat. Butter is also otten recommendec 
for frying. If used, it should be fret 
from salt. But aside from bein..; so 
expensive, it is not so nice for frying 
purposes as I'ats, for it burns at a much 
lower temperature than beef fat m 
lard. 
The Scotch kettle is the bes. 


utensil for frying. It rests on a rim 
which lifts the bottom from the stove 
and the inside surface is 
polisher: 


smooth; therefore, the fat is less Habit 
to burn than if the surface were rous. 
and the bottom rested 
on 
the 
ho 


stove. The fat should heat gradually 
and when the food is plunged into it 
a slight smoke should rise from the 
center. It will smoke at the sides some 
time before it has become hot enough 
for frying. 
After the food has beei 


put in, let the kettle stand on the hot- 
test part of the stove until it regnini 
its ffirmpr temperature and then set 
it back where it is not so hot. In fry- 
ing fishballs, doughnuts, etc., put onl; 
a few at a time in the boiling fat; ther 
wait till the fat regains its former 
temperature and put in a few more 
Fishballs are often spoiled by putting 
too many in the kettle at once. 
The 


temperature of the fat is instantly re- 
duced and the balls absorb the fat 
When an article of food is fried, drair. 
the fat from it and lay it on a slice; 
of brown paper in a warm place. Tht 
paper will absorb any fat that remains- 
on the food. 
If these directions are 


followed, there will be no difficulty in 
having food fried without being sat- 
urated with grease.—Chicago Tribune.

lieving that the building may be erect- 
ed jn this city, as at the 'Portsmouth 
navy yard there is always plenty of 
room for any new building which 
the government may desire to erect.

Ex-Gov. N. J. Bachelder, national 


master of the Patrons of Industry, 
was in Portland. Me., Sunday, and 
gave an interview on the 
relative 


merits of prohibition and license in 
New Hampshire, expressing himselt 
as highly gratified with the workings 
of the present local option law in his 
state. 
"Why," said he, ''it 
works 


like a charm, and everyone is pleased 
with the results, even the temperance 
people. 
Of course, there are a few 


exceptions among the extremely radi- 
cal element. Today, in New Hamp- 
shire, we have more towns 
where 


there is actual prohibition than we 
ever had under the administration of 
he old prohibitory law. If the people 
want prohibition now, they can have 
it. This was not always the case un- 
der the old order of things. 


"There is a wholesome respect to- 


day in our state for law, and no per- 
son in the state is more anxious to 
run the liquor business just right and 
n accordance with the law than the 
man who holds the license. There Is 
every reason in the world for this. In 
the first place, we have a 
license 


board that is made up of first class 
men, 
and men who look after things 


as they should do. 
Among these 


men is the Hon. Cyrus H. Little, who 
has several acquaintances 
in 
this 


city. He is a graduate of Bates col- 
ege, class of '84, and is a prominent 
awyer in the city of Mancnester. I 
selected Mr. Little for this position, 
and he at fiist refused to serve, say- 
ng that he did not want his name 
hung in cvry barroom in the state 
on the tail end of a license; but af- 
ter he had consulted with some of 
our best men, he became convinced 
that it was his duty, and he accepted, 
and makes a first class offiical. 


"If a man loses his license in our 


state he is debarred from entering 
the liquor business again for a-period 
of three years, and consequently he 
is ery careful to run things just right. 
Again, he is under a heavy bond; in 
some cases this bonu amounts 
to 


$30,000, and for a violation of the 
provisions of his license this bond is 
forfeited as well. Then he may be 
brought into court and fined or sent 
to prison, as under the old order of 
things. I have not the slightest idea 
in the world that the people of New 
Hampshire will return to prohibition, 
for, 
as I said in the first place, they 


are satisfied, and if they desire pro- 
hibition in a town or city now they 
can have it, and it means prohibition, 
which was not always the case under 
the old law."

DEVIL CLOCK IN MEXICO. 


Its Curious Striking Qualities Caused 


the Contractor to Hun 


Away. 


In my travels In Mexico I visited « 


city which has a town clock in a hig-h 
tower and this clock does not 
run. 


writes a correspondent of the Kansas 
City Star. I learned its history from 
the inhabitants. 
It appeared that one 


of the leading citizens of the town had 
visited the United States, and when he 
returned to his native city he insisted 
that the town ought to have a public 
clock. He called a meeting of citizens, 
laid the plan before them, and they sub- 
scribed 1400 for a town clock. 
They 


engaged a local watch repairer to build 
the clock and gave him orders that it 
must strike the hours. He had never 
seeu a town clock, but he sent to a coast 
town and secured a small marine strik- 
ing clock and with it os a model he con- 
structed, by mathematical 
expansion, 


a large clock, and placed it on the tower. 
It was advertised to begin running at 
eight o'clock, and as It was a great 
event In the town's history most of the 
population gathered on the plaza to see 
the clock start and to hear it strike. When 
the hour came the clock struck correctly 
and continued to strike correctly until 
one o'clock, when it struck up to 6J( 
When two o'clock came the clock struck 
113 times. The whole town rushed out 
to see what was the matter. 
It hap- 


pened that the builder of the clock lived 
at one end of the town and when he 
heard it striking up to 113 he leaped out 
of bed, seized a wrench and ran down 
the middle of the street to the plaza, 
climbed the tower 
and stopped it. 


Thereafter he was to be seen every hour 
running down the street with a wrench, 
the whole town cheering and laughing, 
while he climbed the tower to prevent 
the striking apparatus from running 
away. The poor man put up with this 
only a few months and then he ran away 
andneverreturned. Since his disappear- 
ance the clock has never run. It is called 
the devil clock.

Rough Treatment by Officers. 


A writer in tb« Slovo draws a pain- 


ful picture of the attitude of the naval 
authorities toward tbe survivors of the 
Baltic fleet, which was destroyed in the 
battle of Tsu-shlma. 


"You 
cannot imagine the treatment 


to which we were subjected." said a 
young officer of one of tbe Baltic cruis- 
ers to the writer. "It made- one fed 
ashamed of wearing our uniform. For 
more than a year we did work equal to 
penal servitude. Our crews worked IS 
hours a day carrying coal, transport- 
ing it in small boats iu the ocean, lan- 
guishing under a tropical sun. feed- 
ing on salt meat and tinned food. 


"During eight months we lived in 


dirt and slept iu rubbish. During eight 
long months not a single night passed 
without alarm or without expectation 
of the enemy's attack. And before us 
we had still greater labor and priva- 
tions in blockading Vladivostok in case 
we succeeded in reaching it. And re- 
proaches and insults were our only re- 
ward. You Knew the rough nature of 
our sailors. Well, our chiefs have suc- 
ceeded in touching them to the quick 
by their humiliating invectives, and 1 
have seen them cry, broken down by 
this new kind of welcome from their 
mother country after the labors they 
have undergone. Truly, we envy those 
who perished."—St. Petersburg

British Crown £175,000 RichJr. 


As the late Capi. George Lindsay 


Anthony Wilson, the Folkstcae recluse, 
died without making a will, the whole 
of his fortuen goes to the 
British 


crown. Several persons in his service 
had expected handsome legacies. Capt. 
Wilson, who was the illegitimate sou 
of Sir Jchn Wilson, Bart., at one time 
commander of the forces in Ceylo::. 
\vas a bachelor, and left no legal heirs. 
The estate reverting to the crown un- 
der this intestacy has been valued by 
the authorities at £150,209. To this 
has to be added £25,663 lefi by Capt. 
Wilson's father. Sir John Wilson died 
in 1S56, but Capt. Wilson refused to 
touch a penny of it, with the result 
that the estate has remained for 4D 
years unadministered. N'ow the crown 
inherits both fortunes. 


Says the London Chronicle: "It has 


very rarely happened that so large an 
estate as C2pt. Wilson's falls to the 
crown. 
Queen Victoria, during her 


long life, had only one or two as large. 
Although the aggregate amount which 
annually reverts to ihe crown i£ the 
case of persons dying intestate, with- 
out known heirs, is considerable, it is 
chiefly made up of a number of very 
small estJ-'.es. and thcie are usually 
many claimants. Persons entitled to 
money are seklcm far to seek when 
wanted, but the number of claimants 
of money who cannot show any title to 
it is vciy largo indeed."

Prof. Hpidnian's recent investiga- 


tions en the subject of pearl formation 
have yielded some interesting conclu- 
sions. In the great majority cf cases 
1: appears that the pearl is clue to the 
presence in the oyster of a marine 
tapeworm. When the spherical larva 
of the worm dies nacreous matter is 
deposited round it. and the resulting 
mass is known as a pearl. The life his- 
tory of the tapeworm is continued in 
tl.p bodies of certain spe"ips of file 
fish v.-hich prey on the (.ys:ers. These 


fish, again, aie de\ouied by fish- 


eatir.g rays or sharks. In the-"e latter 
the tapeworm becomes mature, and 
sets ft<v numerous embryos into the 
nea. 
These finally enter the oysters, 


and oo complete the life cycle. 


The small so-called "seed'' pearls are 


caused by the deposition of necreous 
matter round tinai! i-r>btals formed in 
certain muscles of the oyster. Perils
